half buried by the accumulating 
■ande of the desert, is now being 
rapidly brought to light, and ere 
long oue of the moat extraordi- 
nary relics of Egyptian civiliza- 
tion will be once more visible 
in its entirety. The work has 
been going on ever since Janu- 
ary last, when — at the sugges- 
tion of H. Maapero, the chief 
director of the department of 
antiquities in Egypt — the French 
public, in the course of a few 
hours, subscribed sufficient funds 
to enable the work of excavation 
to be carried to completion. 
The interest of such new* for 
Egyptologists may be conceived, 
when it is remembered that the 
last time the Sphinx was dug out 
of the sands was by Sing Thoth- 
mes IV., fifteen centuries before 
Christ, or about 8,400 year* ago. 
Scholar*, in fact, are of opinion 
that tbe Sphinx the oldest mon- 
ument in the world. It appears, 
in any case, to have been erected 
or chiselled out of the rock 
more than forty- tivo ceuturies 
before the Christian era, and 
therefore, about 6,400 years ago. 
The size of the strange image 
is very remarkable. The body 
is more than 180 feet long. The 
ears of tbe human shaped head 
are about six feet Jrom top to bot- 
tom, tbe other features being 
in proportion. The learned ex- 
plorers who are engaged in the 
work of excavation, hold it 
probable that when the statue is 
fully brought to light, a number 
ot other important discoveries 
will be made. In any case, this 
extraordinary relic of the oldeet 
human civilization cannot fail 
to form a more attractive eight 
than ever to all visitors to the 
land ot the Nile. — London Stand- 
ard. 


Ancient Writing. 

When the prophet Ezekiel was 
commanded to write about the 
city of Jerusalem, he was com- 
pelled to write his account on 
smooth tiles, and we find frag- 
ment* of such tiles to this day. 
The heaps ot broken pot* and 
crockery which are so abundant 
in all Eastern towns, prove that 
bits of smooth stone or tiles were 
constantly ueed for this purpose. 
The Island of Elephantine, on 
tbe Nile, is said to have furnish- 
ed more than a hundred such 
specimens. One of these is a sol- 
dier's leave of absence, scribbled 
on a fragment of au old vase. 
How little those scribes and ac- 
countants imagined the interest 
with which their descendants 
would one day treasure their 
rough note* ! 

Still quainter were' the writing 
materials of the ancient Arabs, 
who, before the time of Moham 
nieU, used to carve their annals 
ou the shoulder blades of sheep. 
The "sheep- chronicles" were 
strung together, aud thus pre- 
served. After a while sheep's 
bones were replaced by sheep'* 
skin, and the manufacture ot 
parchment was brought to such 
perfection as to place it among 
the refinements ot art. We hear 
of vellums oh at were tinted yellow 
others white. Others were dyed 
a rich purple ; and the writing 
thereon was goldeu in 4, with 
gold borders and many- colored 
decorations. These precious man 
UHcripts were anointed with tbe 
oil of cedar to preserve them from 
moths. We bear of one ench in 
which the name of Mohammed 
is adorned with garland* of tulips 


perfumed with attar of roses or 
essence of sandal-wood. 

Of the demand for writing 
materials, one may form some 
taint notion from the vast manu- 
script libraries of which records 
have been preserved as having 
been collected by the Caliph* 
both ol the east and west; the 
former in Bagdad, the latter in 
Andalusia, where there were 
eighty great public libraries, be 
aides that vast one at Cordova. 
We also hear of private libraries, 
such as that of a physician who 
declined an invitation from the 
Sultan of Bokhara, because the 
carriage of his books would have 
required four hundred camels.
